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Fire Levels Port Warehouse; 
Loss Fixed at $1.7 Million 


An uncontrollable fire of un- 
determined origin destroyed the 
bulk storage warehouse of the 
Tri-City Regional Port on the 
Granite City riverfront late 
Monday afternoon. 

Bulk Service Corp., owner and 
Operator of the warehouse, esti- 
mated the loss at $1,750,000. 

It was the second time within 
20 months that fire razed the 
warehouse building — the first 
time in December, 1969 — when 
construction of the first ware- 
house building was nearing 
completion, 

The huge warehouse con- 
tained about 35,000 tons of fer- 
tilizer when the fire occurred 
Monday. 

Fire Chief Earl Fronabarger 
said the warehouse was not lo- 
cated in any fire district and 
that there was only one fire 
hydrant nearby. Firemen said 
they were unable to drive fire 
trucks close enough to the Chain 
of Rocks Canal to obtain water 
from the canal because of soft 
sand on the banks. 

Granite City sent two pump- 


er trucks with 500 gallons of 
water in each, and the Long 
Lake Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment responded with two 1,000 
gallon tankers. 

The 3,000 gallons was only 
enough to keep the fire from 
spreading along conveyor belts 
and from destroying a crane 
and machine shed near the 
water. 

Firemen kept the flames 
from the dock area while a 
large gasoline tanker tow was 
pulled through the canal. 

The first alarm was sounded 
at 5:26 p.m. Monday. By that 
time flames had broken through 
the roof and could be seen from 
downtown Granite City. 

“When we arrived we knew 
trying to save the building 
would be an exercise in futil- 
ity,” one fireman commented. 

Within 45 minutes of the first 
call the building was reduced to 
rubble. 

Burned in the building were a 
new payloader owned by Bulk 
Service Corp., $10,000 worth of 
small tools and equipment 


owned by G. H. Sternberg Con- 
struction Co., and several con- 
veyors which had been installed 
by the Sternberg builders and 
were to have been put into op- 
eration this week. 

In Use Since Fall 

The building replaced a ware- 
house which was destroyed by 
fire Dec. 14, 1969, shortly be- 
fore construction was complet- 
ed. Construction of the present 
60,000 ton capacity building be- 
gan immediately following that 
fire and the building was put 
into operation Oct. 15, 1970. 

“July was the first month in 
which we made a profit with 
the warehouse,” Edward Ander- 
son, manager of Bulk Service 
Corp., said after the fire. 

The warehouse was construct- 
ed for $500,000 but $750,000 in 
improvements had been added 
since, bringing the total value 
of the facility to $1,250,000, An- 
derson said. 

In addition, 35,000 tons of pot- 
ash, soda ash and other fertiliz- 
ers, valued at about $60 per ton, 
were stored inside the building.

At McKendree College 


New student enrollments at 
McKendree College, Lebanon, 
are running 15 to 20% above 
the same period last year, ac- 
cording to Walter A, Smith, 
director of admissions. 

Classes at the four-year lib- 
eral arts college begin Sept. 15, 
with orientation of new stu- 
dents beginning Sept. 10.

Last fall, McKendree had 481 
students, and 434 were enrolled 
the second semester.

Two hundred twenty new stu- 
dents have been admitted for 
the fall term so far, according 
to Smith.

Solomon Burke's Talent Can Equal Best

One of the injustices of to- 
day’s music scene is that the 
luminairies outshine ~ lesser- 
known, yet often equally sizable 
talents. 

Take for example, MGM's 
recording artist, Solomon Burke. 
How many people in this coun- 
try are aware of his fantastic 
musical accomplishments? Not 
many, unfortunately, unless 
they happen to be rhythm and 
blues lovers or have read’ the 
notes on some of the Rolling 
Stones’ albums. 

The Stones knew a good thing 
when they heard it and record- 
ed three of Burke's hits — “If 
You Need Me,” “Cry to Me” 
and “Everybody Needs Some- 
body to Love’? — all of which 
did well for them. 

“Even if it wasn’t for the 
royalty checks, I’d still be hap- 
py with those versions of my 
songs,” said Burke, ‘‘Actually, 
it’s like they’ve taken my basic 
idea and said, ‘Thank you for 
turning us on to this.’ It’s really 
heavy.” 


). Electric Magnetism 

However, Burke has had so 
many hits himself that it would 
be impossible to mention all of 
them, and his latest album, 
“Electric Magnetism,” has all 
the qualities to make it big on 
the charts. He uses his refresh- 
ing, velvety smooth ‘voice to 
great advantage on tunes like 
“Bridge of Life,” “All for the 
Love of Sunshine’ and “Stand.” 

“[ve had a lot of hits, but 
I always try, to remember: 
when you make a record, it 
shouldn't be just for you, it 
should be of you and for the 
people,” he ‘explained. “It's 
your son and Frank the bar- 
iender and his old lady I’m try- 
ing to please. I think every song 
on an album should be made 
with the same care you'd de- 
vote to a single. And I'm not 
willing to settle for anything 
less.” 

Solomon's life, however, isn’t 
entirely wrapped up in his mu- 
sical ambitions. When he’s not 
out doing a gig, he’s a bishop 
in the House of God for All 
People and he has a doctor’s d 
gree in mortuary science, which 
he puts to use now and then

that his life began some 12 
years before he was born. 

‘My grandmother was a very 
mystical person. She predicted 
my birth and that I would be a 
great religious man, so, she 
founded the House of God for 
All People and announced that 
I Was destined to be leader,” 
recalled. ‘“‘Now, there are feat 
ples all over the country and I 
hold services myself in Los An- 
geles, Calif, once every three 
months. It’s not right that 1 
should hold services personally 
every week. 

With this in mind, it comes 
as a surprise to see that Burke 
has not, as of yet, recorded any 
religious music, Why? 

“Well, let me put it this way

National Committee, ever 
mindful of stinging criticisms 
following its 1968 nominating 
convention, is pulling slowly 
toward a variety of rules 
changes which wil) be applica- 
ble to selection of a candidate 
next year. 

For more than a year, the 
hearings here and in the states 
to gather testimony on conveén- 
tion reform. Most party lead- 
ers have supported efforts of 
the committee: commission on 
party structure and delegate 
selection.

correct, the nation, which will 
be watching via television the 
arty conclave in Miami in 
August of next year, could see 
a sharp reversal from the 
“Happy Days Are Here Again” 
format which has been the rule 
for both parties. 
Agreed to Study 

The party’s establishment 
agreed to the reform study 
readily after the emotional 
convention of 1968 in Chicago. 
Much of t he i mmediate post- 
convention criticism was 
aimed at making individual 
states more open to younger 
delegates those from minority 
flanks of the party, and in 
making the party more “‘issue 
oriented.” 

However, with the party 
barely a year away from the 
first pound of the 1972 gavel, 
there is no concrete evidence 
that the convention will be as 
sedate and well-organized as 
the reformers would like. 

Fraser, in a report to the full 
national committee, was opti- 
mistic over the degree of com- 
pliance on guidelines from 40 
states, but said the commis- 
sion would not be satisfied un- 
til all degelations agreed to 
full-scale changes. 

Slow Alterations 


Many of these alterations, 


particularly in the delegate se- 
lection process, -have been slow 
in coming. A partial reason 
for this is the reluctance of 
Democrats to push for full- 
scale changes in state election 
laws where long-standing tra- 
dition, rather than the whims 
of delegates at one convention, 
has been the guiding light. 


The Democratic Party, in its 
drive for full alterations in the 
often confusing, noisy and back- 
slapping method of selecting 
a nominee, has worked hard 
through the Fraser commis- 
sion in seeking reforms. Its 
work, however, has been 
slowed by the mold _ history 
has placed on the party itself. 

The “new” Democratic Par- 
ty, as some strong antiadmin- 
istration critics like to describe 
it, is out of power but heading 
toward unity, matured by its 
1968 experience and ready to 
move behind the 1972 nominee. 
But next year efforts to pick 
the nominee .could be the mon- 
key wrench in over-all work 
of the reform commission. 


Push for Support 

Much of this is due to the 
fact that the half-dozen or so 
frequently mentioned — candi- 
dates for the nominations are 
pushing for delegate support. 


Such support, if at all possible, 
is most welcomed by the can- 
didates before delegates begin 
rolling into a city for the nomi- 
nation ritual itself. 

While praise for the conven- 
tion reform plan is ample in 
Washington, it is lacking in the 
individual states for this rea- 
son. Local party leaders as of 
this writing appear more inter- 
ested in who gets nominated 
during a wide-open campaign 
year rather than whether there 
should be rules placed in the 
machinery of year-round party 
politics. 

The reform movement has 
the full backing of Fraser, a 
congressman from Minnesota 
and former chairman of the 
liberal Democratic study group 
within the House, and party 
chairman Lawrence F. 
O'Brien. : 

Reports from individual states, 
however, show the ambitious re? 
forms are not catching on as 
quickly. as hoped, particularly 
at guidelines relating to racial 
minority representation within 
the 1972 convention.

Patio Roof 


Leak Can 
Be Fixed 


By CHARLES A. TAYLOR 
Copley News Service 


Q. We have a problem with a 
patio roof leaking between the 
joints, We have tried several 
things but the water still leaks. 
We have inquired of other peo- 
ple and most of them ‘have the 
same problem. Mabe you can 
come to eur rescue. 

A. I presume you have a cor- 
rugated fiber glass panel roof. 
When properly installed, | this 
type of panel should not leak, 
unless the surface has been 
punctured by some heavy or 
sharp object. The leaks, then 
must be coming from one of 
three places where proper in- 
stallation précedures were not 
followed. 

In hammering nails through 
the panels into the wood frame- 
work, did you or whoever in- 
stalled the cover first drill small 
holes to prevent the fiber glass 
from chipping, cracking or split- 
ting? Did’ you use the recom- 
mended flashing at the points 
where the panels meet the side 
of the house? And did you ap- 
ply the proper mastic at the 
joints, in the areas where the 
panel corrugations overlap? 

Neglecting any of these steps 
could cause leakage. The best 
bet is to inspect the paneling 
carefully and find just what is 
causing the leaks. Then go to a 
dealer who sells these panels, 
tell him the whole story, and 
ask him to sell you the mastic 
and other materials necessary 
to do a patching job. 

Q. I would appreciate your 
telling me how to approach a 
problem under my house. The 
crawl space ground is very 
damp, but only in the northeast 
section. There are no water, or 
sewer lines in that location. 
What tradesman do I call in? I 
also notice at the exterior base 
of the foundation, the paint and 
stucco are disintegrating. It 
worries me, 'needless to say. 

A. Adequate air circulation 
and ventilation should be pro- 
vided in the érawl space. Each 
wall should have louvers or 
vents installed, large enough to 
allow one square foot of opening 
for each 300 square feet of 
ground area, 

The bare earth should be coy- 
ered with strips of polyetylene 
plastic or moisture-proof build- 
ing paper, overlapping the 
strips at least six inches and 
sealing the seams with roofing 
cement to prevent’ escape of 
moisture from the ground. The 
ground outside the house also 
should slope away from the 
foundation so that water drains 
away from the crawl space. A 
good carpenter should be called 
to install the louvers or vents, 
if you find that you need these, 
and any good handyman could 
install the plastic sheets by fol- 
lowing these instructions. 

The only repair for your dis 
integrating paint and stucco is 
to refinish these patches with 
new paint and new patching 
plaster or stucco if necessary. 
First, however, be sure that all 
flaky material is removed from 
the sectfons ‘that are to be re- 
finished, |

Welfare Check Thefts May 


: Cost $300,000

Springfield — During the last 
five months 1,302 public assis- 
tance check thefts have been re- 
ported through the office of 
State Auditor Michael J. How- 
lett, 

Howlett’s office points out that 
the final losers in this type of 
an operation is the person who 
cashes the stolen check and the 
taxpayers of the entire state. 
Howlett's office theorizes that 
if this continues by the end of 
the year nearly 3,000 welfare 
checks will have been pilfered. 

Officials in Howlett’s office 
say that these checks average 
around $100 each and this would 
mean that by the end of the 
year an estimated $300,000. 

Apparently a great portion of 
the stolen checks occur in the 
Chicago area. 

Attempts are made to recover 
the funds. This has been met 
with some success. However, in 
some cases it may cost more 
to recover the pilfered check

Institutions Changing 
Their Heating Systems

SPRINGFIELD — Illinois is 
currently in the midst of chang- 
ing heating systems at the 
various institutions either to 

oil or low sulphur coal in 
an effort to comply with Gov. 
Richard B, Ogilvie’s program 
to cut back on air and water 
pollution. 

Heading the program on air 
pollution is mor F. Sturgis, 
who formally headed the Gen- 
eral Services Department 

Changes in heating systems 
have been made at institutions 
in the Chicago and East St. 
Louis-St. Louis Metropolitan Air 
Quality Sections 

For instance, changes are be- 
ing engincered for the Alton 
State Hospital, Elgin State Hos- 
pital and the State Training 
School for Girls at Geneva. Low 
sulphur is presently being used 
at institutions in Manteno, Kan- 
kakee, Harrisburg, Peoria, 
Anna and St. Charles. 

Sturgis said the low sulphur 
coal is obtained from the South- 
ern Illinois coal fields but it is | 


_ somewhat more expensive. He | 


also pointed out that a “scrub-| 
ber” type device is being in- 
‘stalled at the Anna State Hos- 
pital in an effort to cut down 
futher the emissions of sulphur 
content into the air. 

The Chicago State Hospital 
also has had gas and oil facili- 
ties added to its system. 

Sturgis points out that the two 
state prisons at Joliet and men- 
tal health institutions at Mante- 
no and Kankakee are also slat: 
ed to be switched over to gas 
or fuel oil.

(illinois Metro-East Industrial 

Development Corporation) 

There was something for ev- 
eryone concerned with travel in 
the news this week. A rapid 
transit feasibility study prepared 
for the Bi-State Development 
Agency was presented to the 
East-West Gateway Coordinat- 
ing Council. The study recom- 
mends as a long-range goal a 
system of seven rapid transit 
lines along with a complemen- 
tary bus network, For Metro 
East residents the study rec- 
ommends two lines radiating 
from the St. Louis-East St. 
Louis area; one to Granite City 
and another in a’southeasterly 
direction to Edgemont. The plan 
proposes use of the Eads Bridge 
for the connection line between 
East St. Louis and Downtown 
St. Louis. 

In Missouri, Governor 
Hearnes proposed a massive 
$700 million bond issue for high- 
ways, mass transit, bus sys- 
tems, airport construction and 
the creation of a department of 
transportation.

Pictures May Replace Words on Road Signs

Springfield — Illinois motorists 
are about to find out if the 
adage “one picture is worth a 
thousand words” applies to 
highway driving and makes 
sign recognition easier. 

The Federal Highway Ad- 
ministration already has de- 
cided. It soon will publish a 
revised manual on Uniform 
Traffic Control Devices which 
adopts symbols in place of word 
descriptions on most traffic 
signs. 


For example a stickman 
crossing the road will replace 
“Pedestrian Crossing;” a leap- 
ing, antlered animal will be 
substituted for ‘Deer Cross- 
ing;” clearance figures and ar- 
rows will replace “Low Clear- 
ance,” and so on. It’s all part 
of internationalizing road signs. 

Not all signs are to be con- 
verted. Speed zone indicators 
and most informational signs 
will be continued with words 
and numbers. But in many oth- 
er highway signs, shapes and 
colors will be the prime indi- 
cators of the sign message. 

Larry Gregg of the traffic 
division, Illinois Department of 
Highways, said the symbol- 
signs will start appearing al- 
most as soon as the Illinois 
legislature acts to adopt the 
federal regulations to be offi- 
cially published in October. 
“The manual (on uniform 
control devices) is supposed to 
be followed in order to receive 
funds on any federal project. 
And almost any road project 


above the township level has 
some federal funds applied to 
it,” Gregg said. 

‘Some signs will necessarily 
go the symbol route, according 
to Gregg, while others are be- 
ing listed in the manual as op- 
tional for conversion to sym- 
bolization. 

‘Gregg hinted the State High- 
way Department probably 
would not list options in its 
adoption of the manual but 
would adopt a uniform code. 

Remnants of the words signs 
won't disappear for almost 
four years, Gregg said, since 


new regulations don’t stipulate 
“mothballing” still usable signs. 

‘As the old signs need re- 
placement, new signs (with 
symbols) will go up,” said 
Gregg. 

How will the motoring public 
get used: to these “foreign’’ 
road markings? 

‘According to Gregg, the Fed- 
eral Highway Administration 
“supposedly has some educa- 
tional program lined up. As 
far as one in Illinois is con- 
cerned, nothing definite has 


been set up.”

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‘Workers Have Built America’ 


(This is the second of two 
articles dealing with the 
progress of the labor move- 
ment in America.)

The sun is just breaking over 
the horizon, its orange glow 
casting long shadows over the 
hilly southern California land- 
scape. The skeletons of unfin- 
ished houses stand bare in the 
morning quiet. 

Tt is 6:20 and Pete Collins 
shifts his pickup truck into sec- 
ond gear as he maneuvers down 
the rutted road to the construc- 
tion site. 

He pulls to a stop beside a 
towering rack of lumber, opens 
a Thermos jug and pours him- 
self a cup of steaming coffee. 

In an hour, the construction 
site will be teeming with the 
sound of hammers and electric 
saws. Pete must check out yes- 
terday’s work before his crew 
arrives. 

As he walks through the house 
frames, he checks off items in 
his head, scratches instructions 
on the concrete foundations. 

Pete is a framing foreman 
for a large construction com- 
pany spe ing in medium- 
income housing. 

He has been in the building 
business since he was a boy 
pulling nails for his dad. He is 
only 30, but through ambition 
and knowledge of his trade he 
pulls in about $450 a week. 

The civilian labor force in 
America currently stands at 
nearly 85 million, During the 
short span of America’s eco- 
nomic history, there have been 
vast transformations in the 


busy. Besides putting in 10 or 
12 hours a day on his job, he 
has just finished building his 
own home and is already mak- 
ing plans for another. 

He spends his spare time out 
of doors if possible, loves horses 
and for entertainment he likes 
to go dancing. 

“Vm not what some people 
call a typical construction work- 
er, I guess,” Pete muses. “I 
don’t drink beer. I don’t even 
like the stuff, and I don’t spend 
all my time ina pool hall blow- 
ing my paycheck.” 

Pete is a bourbon man, On 
the rocks. And sometimes gin, 
mixed with tonic. 

Pete grew up in the construc- 
tion trade. Born in Nevada, he 
used to work for his father on 
weekends and during summer 
vacations, After a two- year 
hitch in the Army, he got into 
the business full time and mi- 
grated to California. 

“J couldn't stand bein’ cooped 
up indoors at a desk pushing 
paper around,” says Pete. ‘I'd 
rather be outside in the sun- 
shine. And anyway,” he states 
realistically, ‘this is where the 
money is.” 

Although Pete thinks little of 
the historical progress of the 
American laborer, he does feel 
he is doing a worthwhile and 
important job. 

“It has been guys who 
work with their hands and 
their backs that have- really 
been responsible for this 
country’s growth,” he says. 
“And even if we don’t wear 
coats and ties, the U. S. 
sure wouldn’t be where it is 
today without us.’?

In 1885, laborers as a rule 
worked a 10-hour day, six 
days a week. Some workers 
were even on seven-day 
schedules, 

Premium pay for over- 
time, vacations and holidays 
was virtually nonexistent. 
Salaries dipped as low as 
$2 a day and seldom higher 
than $5. 

The years have seen some 
great changes in the composi- 
tion of America and some great 
changes for the men who have 
been responsible for literally 
building the nation. 

Today, the nation has a mini- 
mum wage, employe benefits 
and myriad other advantages 
unheard of 100 years ago. 

Instead of earning $2 a day 
in the 1870s, a carpenter, for 
example, now earns more than 
$6 an hour. Other trades have 
shown salary and benefit gains 
just as dramatic over the years. 

While Pete Collins cannot be 
described as “typical” of to- 
day’s blue collar worker, he 
does exemplify the progress of 
labor in America, And he knows 
he is lucky. 

“You bet I know I’m well 
off,” he says in a serious tone. 
“Man, some of the things work- 
ers in the past had to go 
through and, the kind! of dough 
they made really makes you 
respect 'em.”” 

Pete Collins is tall, athletic 
and good looking. A bachelor, 
he enjoys playing the field and 
isn't ready to scttle down yet. 

“T've got too many irons in 
the fire,” he claims. “I can't 
say I’m ready to pick one out 
and brand myself. Not yet, any- 
way.” . 

Pete is energetic, always 
looking for’ things to keep him 


lines. Like many of us, he is 
somewhat worried about the 
current state of the economy. 

“Everything keeps going up. 
The only guy who's making out 
these.days is Uncle Sam. And 
he doesn’t pay taxes,’ he said. 

Collins sees a lack of pride 
these days in his trade 

“Maybe we're gettin’ soft or 
something, but there's a lot of 
sloppy work going on these 
days. Not. just in building 
trades, but in everything from 
automobiles to toasters. I don't 
know what's behind it, but I 
know I don’t like it,” he said 

Pete however, is an optimist. 

“I really believe that 
everything will iron out. 

T’ve got a lot of confidence 

in this country of ours and 

I think things will straight- 

en out,” he said. 

Pete is also pretty liberal. 
Many of his crew wear long 
hair (Collins keeps his medium 
length and neatly trimmed.), 
bandanas wrapped around their 
heads Indian style. 

“1 don’t care what these guys 
look like. As long as they do a 
good job they can dress any 
way they want or wear their 
hair any way they want. It 
isn’L up to me to tell them to 
do anything except how to do 
their job.” 

The picture painted in some 
quarters of today’s laborer as 
a dumb - witted, hard - hatted, 
steel-toe-booted super patriot is 
an extremely unfair one, ac- 
cording to Collins. 

“It just isn’t so and I think 
it’s unfair to classify everybody 
by the way a few people act. 
There is just as much variety 
politically and otherwise in this 
business as there is anywhere 
else,”” he said. 


Some Searches Can Omit Warrants 


(Tri-City and Illinois Bar Associations) 


As a rule, peace officers need 
warrants to search for evidence 
of a crime—but not always. 


The Illinois legislature has 
formulated rules governing 
searches and seizures by police 
officers with or without a search 
warrant, 


For instance, when an officer 
makes an arrest, he has the 
right to make a reasonable 
search of the person he is ar- 
resting and the immediate area. 
This may be done to protect 
the officer from attack, to keep 
the prisoner from escaping or 
to find evidence of the crime. 

He also, can search a person 
he is only stopping for tempo-

rary questioning if he has rea- 
son to believe he or someone 
else might be in danger. 

In that case, he can look for 
any weapons, and if he finds a 
weapon he can hold it until he 
has completed his questioning. 
Then, he must either arrest the 
individual or return the weapon. 

The courts have the right to 
issue search warrants when 
they are presented with sworn 
statements showing — sufficient 
cause for a search. 

The statements must also in- 
clude a description of the per- 
son and place to be searched 
so that the rights of the indi- 
viduals concerned may be 
protected

Amendatory Veto Procedure in Constitution 


To Be Given Test in Fall Assembly Session 


The new Illinois State Constitution, adopt- 
ed in 1970 and effective in July 1971, increased 
the governor's power to approve sections ani 
disapprove other sections of legislation enacted 
by the General Assembly. Workmen's compen- 
sation and occupational bills will provide a test 
of the new procedure in the session resuming 
Oct. 5. 

Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie on Aug. 27 ap- 
proved substantial boosts in workmen's compen- 
sation benefits; maximum payments allowed for 
death or injury will increase 20%, following the 
15% raise authorized in 1969. In both dollars 
and percentages, these increases are the most 
ever granted during a comparable period since 
the original law was passed in 1914. 

The governor also approved benefits for 
pneumoconiosis—"black lung disease’’—-start- 
ing in January 1973 for miners employed 10 
years or more. Addition of black lung disease to 
the Illinois law conforms with federal require- 
ments and will provide miners with more com- 
prehensive coverage. 

In his long amendatory vetoes of some 
provisions of House Bills 844 and 845, the 
Workmen's Compensation Act and Occupation- 
al Diseases Act, Gov. Ogilvie noted that such 
measures historically have been treated as 
“agreed bills" supported by both labor and in- 
dustry. But the process broke down in the 
January-June session. He added, “It is in the 
spirit of. preserving this process that I am re- 
jecting a number of the amendments. Perhaps 
after a more deliberative review, proposals can 
be agreed upon which will accomplish the goals 
of all concetned.”” | 

His amendatory vetoes must be approved 
by the Illinois Senate and House to become ef- 
fective. His major actions include: 

1. Approval of a new schedule of death 
benefit maximums raised 20% and ranging from 
$21,600 for a widow to $30,250 for a widow 
with four or more children. 

2. Approval of weekly injury benefit max- 
imums also 20% higher, ranging from $88.50 to 
$109 weekly for temporary total disability and

Ready, of 2200 Briar Cliff 
Drive, Alton, a retired curricu- 
lum administrator for the Al- 
ton board of education, cites 
these benefits the children re- 
ceived: 

Complete physical and dental 
examinations, with follow-up 
care by a doctor if necessary; 
hearing and vision testing; nu- 
tricious meals; and field trips. 

The educational program con- 
sisted of pre-kindergarten 
games and activities. Volunteer 
workers included parents, old- 
er brothers and sisters, nurses 
and doctors. 


Ready said most of the chil- 
dren have learned how to speak 
and listen better, play together, 
get along together and have a 
better interest in school. “If 
possible,” he added, “some of 
the children will have the same 
teachers who taught them this 
summer.” 

“We had a very good pro- 
gram this year,” Ready. says, 
“and we expect to have a bet- 
ter program next year.” He 
notes that the program’s strong- 
est support was from parents.

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Granite City 'Oldster' Recalls Long Athletic Career as Runner, Skater

Frank “Sally” Johnson, re- 
nowned Granite City marathon 
runnner, skater and all-around 
athlete, recently celebrated his 
82nd birthday. 

He hung up his roller skates 
just a few short years ago and 
ran in his last marathon in 
1928, but he is still very much 
alive and still active in his fa- 
jorite sport, roller skating — 
now as a spectator. 

The nickname “Sally” was 
given the athlete in 1900 by the 
late Frank Magnus of Granite 
City, a well known sandlot base- 
ball pitcher. Johnson used to 
catch for Magnus and to spark 
the pitcher would call encour- 
agements. 

“Come on Maggie,” and “put 
it in there, Maggie’ were fa- 
miliar calls to those who 
watched the pair in action. 

Magnus apparently disliked 
his nickname and’ in return be- 
gan calling his catcher “Sally,” 
in an attempt to get Johnson to 
drop the “Maggie” nickname. 
The name finally stuck and 
many still refer to the former 
athlete by the nickname. 

Began Skating 

In 1903, Johnson discovered 
a skating rink over a St. Louis 
saloon and began skating there. 
“Learning to roller skate was 
the luckiest thing I’ve ever 
done. It got into my blood,” he 
recalled. 

“T would go skating as often 
as Icould scratch up enough 
money, usually three or four 
times a week,” he commented. 

The following year, several 
local businessmen pooled their 
capital and constructed a roller 
skating rink at 18th and State 
streets in Granite City. Johnson 
became a regular at the rink 
and began racing other local 
skaters, 

“In a short time I could beat 
all of them so I started enter- 
ing skating races in St. Louis,” 
Johnson said. By his 25th birth- 
day he had raced at rinks in 
Chicago, Kansas City, St. Louis 
and Ohio. 

He broke the world 10-mile 
skating speed record and en- 
tered two world championships, 
failing to qualify for’ the finals 
in one in Cincinnati and placing 
sixth in a St. Louis world 
championship. 

Marathon Runner 

In 1908, while breaking into 
the roller skating “big time,” 
Johnson was playing right field 
for the ‘Good Luck Cubs at 
Washington Park and made his 
first attempt at marathon run- 
ning. 

“Labor Day has always been 
a lucky day for me and all of 
my big trophies were won on 
that day,” the runner recalls. 
Labor Day of that year earned 
him his first big trophy as ‘he 
defeated three Chicago runners 
and five St. Louis top. runners 
in a St. Louis Hardware Deal- 
er’s 10-mile race. In a later 
race he defeated Joe Erxleben, 
then the top runner, in the Mis- 
souri Athletic Club, to become

one of the top runners in St. 
Louis. 

Headlines in 1909 fluctuated, 
“Johnson Wins Distance Race,” 
“Joe Erxleben Wins Star’s 
Marathon,” Frank Johnson 
Again in Front,” “Johnson Sec- 
ond In 7-Mile Run—Local Boy 
Again Beaten By Joe Erxleben” 
and “Frank Johnson of Granite 
City And Erxleben Run Dead 
Heat.” 

The two runners did indeed 
remain in a dead heat, splitting 
victorie; intil Erxleben’s re- 
tire ‘oday Erxleben re- 
sides™n Houston, Tex., and he 
and oJhnson visit each other 
occasionally to discuss some of 
the world’s greatest marathons. 

Antelope Gallop 

One early race between the 
pair was described in 1909: ‘It 
was at this point of the race 
that Johnson, the unknown hope 
of Granite City, got into the 
race. He came up from the 
bunch in the rear, passed (Joe) 
Forshaw and (Aben) Zahnen, 
and fell in behind Erxleben. 
According to technical rules of 
criticism he had no stride at all. 
But the ease with which he 
loped along in a sort of loose 
antelope gallop was impres- 
sive. He was immediately 
marked as the best long-shot in 
the race.” 

The end ‘of the 26-mile event 
also was described. “A crowd 
of Johnson’s friends from Gran- 
ite City had come into East St. 
Louis to see how he was doing. 
He was not doing very well at 
this stage of the race, and had 
allowed two men to get between 
him and Forshaw. But when he 
heard the shouts of encourage- 
ment from his admirers, he got 
his antelope stride into working 
order again and succeeded in 
finishing in seventh place.” 

“It was not unusual for me 
to enter three or four picnic 
races of five or 10 miles each 
week,” Johnson recalls. 

“nl those days it wasn’t much 
of a picnic without a race,” he 
added. 

East Side’s Hope 

As the East Side’s hope in the 
large St. Louis races, Johnson 
claimed more than his share of 
space in the papers. Part of 
one race with Joe Forshaw was 
described as follows: ‘Johnson 
had two friends accompanying 
him in an auto. They put water 
on his every few minutes. For- 
shaw was battling right along 
with Johnson. Johnson's friends 
showed their sportsmanship by 
putting water on Forshaw sev- 
eral times, also. Once Johnson 
passed Forshaw and gained a 
five-yard lead. Forshaw sprint- 
ed and passed Johnson again. 
Johnson sprinted, Forshaw 
sprinted,” and the race contin- 
ued. 

During this period Johnson 
was employed alternately by 
Granite City Steel Co. and the 
(Commonwealth) General : Steel 
Industries, with the companies 
supporting him and his family 
when he was entered in the 
races. “They were wonderful 
to me," he recalled. 

“During a race a company of- 
ficial would visit my family 
and ask if there was anything 
they needed, and if they asked 
for anything they would get 
twice as much as they asked 
for,” he said. 

His wife, the former Miss 
Clara Grothjahn, married him 


BACK TO 


in 1910. “She was wonderful,” 

Johnson commented. ‘“When- 

ever I’d mention a race, she’d 

tell me if it was what I wanted 

to do, then to do it," he added. 
Bought Rink 

The thrill of marathon run- 
ning began to wear a bit thin 
after 10 years so Johnson began 
looking for a new hobby. He 
recalled the American Legion 
had a portable dance hall that 
had been moved from Granite 
City to Venice. After it became 
too rough for dancing, he of- 
fered to rent it for a roller 
skating rink. 

“That had always been my 
dream, to start a rink,” he 
said. He purchased used skates 
from other rinks and went into 
business. With the ‘help of his 
sons, Frank Jr., Harry Groth- 
jahn, and his daughter, Alice, 
he operated the makeshift rink 
three summers. In 1935 he pur- 
chased a tent and set up a sum- 
mer tent rink across from the 
high school for five years. 

He’ then rented a dance hall 
at 18th and State streets and 
operated there several more 
seasons. During this period, he 
and the late Henry Flaxbeard 
of Granite City teamed up and 
bought the building which 
housed the Granite City Dia-. 
mond Jubilee Headquarters at 
1930 Edison Ave. 

They set up a permanent 
rink there which they and their 
families operated until 1946, 
when the Johnson Roller Rink 
was constructed at 1823 Cleve- 
land Blvd. 

“It was the high point of my 
life when that rink opened,” the 
skater commented, 

Enters Marathon 

Johnson’s retirement from 
marathon races was interrupt- 
ed only once during this period 
when three St. Louis sports- 
writers called him and begged 
him to represent St. Louis in 
C. C. Pyle’s famous Trans-Con- 
tinental foot race from Los An- 
geles to New York. 

“J hadn’t run in about 10 
years but when they asked me 
to do it I said sure on the spot 
without a moment's hesitation,” 
Johnson recalled. He immedi- 
ately went into training for the 
long race, then left for Los An- 
geles for three weeks of train- 
ing for the 3,400 mile treck. 
Qualifying included a run of 60 
miles after which each runner 
was examined by three doctors 
before being allowed to enter 
the race. 

On Sunday, March 4, 1928, 252 
runners left the Ascot Speed- 
way in Los Angeles, hoping to 
reach New York 75 days later. 

Johnson marched through 
Needles, Ariz., and on into Al- 
buquerque, N. M., leaving there 
with swollen feet and ankles. 

Wife Interviewed 

A famous interview with his 
wife after the race had been re- 
printed in Robert Smith’s book, 
“The Grantland Rice Award 
Prize Sports Stories” in which 
she told a newsman, “‘You may 
think he’s healthy, but that’s 
just sunburn that makes him 
look that way. He’s hollow from 
head to heel. I can’t prepare 
enough food for him. 

“YoYu should have seen him 
when he got home. His left 
ankle was swollen to twice its 
normal size. His lips were 
cracked so badly they bled 
when he tried to eat. His nose 
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was blistered and he hobbled 
like a cripplé.” Smith entitled 
the chapter on the race,” “The 
Wonderful Bunion Derby,” she 
stated. 

After about 930 miles, John- 
son stopped in a drug store out- 
side of Albuquerque and was 
eating when two local doctors 
approached him, examined his 
ankles and advised him to quit. 
“I stuck it out one more day 
and quit,” the runner stated. 
He completed 981 miles and was 
among only 85 still running 
when he resigned from the 
event. 


Returned a Hero 

Johnson returned, a local 
sports hero, and settled into the 
semi-quiet life of a roller skat- 
ing rink operator. His wife died 
in 1946, shortly after the John- 
son Roller Rink was construct- 
ed and he managed the rink 
himself until 1958, when he sold 
it to the Stoppkotte family 
which still operates it. 

He continued to skate until 
four years ago when his legs 
began failing and he was forced 
to quit. He said the present 
owners have been wonderful to 


him and he “helps” them with 
the rink just to be near skaters 
and to watch and remember. 

A tsophy case full of John- 
son’s’best awards hangs in the 
rink in a place of honor and the 
former athlete often looks at 
the trophies and recalls, “see 
those three big trophies. I won 
all of them on Labor Day.” 


As Labor Day again draws 
near, Quad-City residents will 
have completed a celebration of 
75 years of the city’s history, a 
history of which Frank “Sally” 
Johnson was very much a part.
